Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The attorney's arguments directed towards the 
rejection of claims 21 and 23-27 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wiecha (US 5,870,717) are not persuasive. The attorney 
argues that Wiecha does not disclose a method of providing a PLURALITY of client facing utility systems, and providing each system with 
a corresponsing set of client facing data. The Examiner notes, Wiecha does disclose a system comprising a PLURALITY of first end-user 
computer systems grographically distributed throughout the enterprise comprising a user interface and the ablility to access disk storage 
on a shadow catalog server (Wiecha: column 16, lines 23-28). 
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
